Why  Blame  the  Public? 


The  army  Is  the  service  primarily 
concerned,  although  the  Royal  Navy 
and  Royal  Air  Force  have  put  into 
effect  similar  schemes  which  are  on  a 
more  modest  scale  The  army  consists 
of  regular  arid  territorial  forces.  The 
regular  forces  comprise  long  *crvi-  e 
volunteer*-  that  -i*.  professional*  and 
notional  service  men  who  are  tailed 
up  for  two  year*’  full  time  service.  On 
completion  of  these  two  years,  national 
service  men  have  a further  obligation 
to  serve  for  3’j  years  with  a terri- 
torial army  unit. •usually  in  the  vicinity 
of  their  homes.  Thi*  service  L*  part- 
time  and  Is  limited  to  a 15-day  annual 
period  In  camp  and  a n'umher  of  other 
attendance*  during  the  year. 

The  territorial  army  consists  of  vol- 
unteers. whose  numbers  vary  in  each 
unit,  supplemented  by  national  service 
men  serving  their  3S  year  period  after 
completing  their  two  >rar*'  full  time 
regular  service.  This  is  a .sound  and 
simple  system  which  w 111  in  due  course 
produce  a territorial  army  which  Is 
hetter  trained  and  fitted  for  war  than 
ever  before  in  it*  history.  Owing,  how- 
ever to  the  short  time  which  the  pres- 
ent national  service  scheme  ha*  been 
In  existence,  comparatively  few  na- 
tional service  men  have  passed  from 
the  regular  to  the  territorial  forces. 
Also  territorial  unit*  are  for  the  most 
part  considerably  under  strength. 

_ jn  these  days  of  constant  interna-

The  piquant  aspert  of  "Listening  for  _ 
the  Drums"  is  that  the  old  Gordon 
Highlander  wa*  90  years  of  age  when 
he  put  down  ihese  reminiscences  of 
hi*  early  military  life,  and  they  sparkle 
with  the  kind  of  wit  that  signalized 
Bernard  Shaw  at  the  same  age. 

For  example,  hi*  remark  about  the 
"august  brain"  of  the  Duke  of  Cam- 
bridge < the  British  Army's  rnmmander- 
ln  chief  from  1856  to  1895 1 who  "an- 
nounced that  .no  one  who  refused
